SUBSTANCE OF EXAMINER INTERVIEW 

Sir: 

On April 26, 2005, the Examiner and the undersigned had a telephonic conference 
to discuss all of the pending claims in light of US Patent Nos. 5,459,610 and 5,949,570. 
The undersigned explained to the Examiner that the prior art does not disclose or suggest 
diffractive light modulators having a pitch that is at least twice the size of an optically 
active area.
